Every two years a great register Is 
made up. The i ristration for the 
new great register began on January 
2. All registration* appearing In that 
record will bo good for two years. 
Copies of the old and the new rcgisti r 
will he used at all polling places up 
to the November election. So that 
voters whose nam ■ appear on either 
one, or both, all b etlgtbble to vote. 
For the November election the old 
great register will be discarded anil 
only those who have registered since 
Jinuary 1, 1912, can vote. 

Practically all women outshl • of 
those cities which have held elections 
since October will lind It necessary 
to register for the elections coming 
before November, of which there arc 
several. On y about a score of Sierra 
Madre women have registered. Others 
shobld attend to the matter at once 
so that they will not lose their oppor¬ 
tunity to vote. Registrations must be 
made at least 30 days before any elec¬ 
tion to make the voter eligible to east 
a ballot. 

The first regular election on the cal¬ 
endar for Sierra Madre will be the 
school lection on the first Friday In 
April, which fal s on the fifth of the 
month this year Registration for this 
election will close on March 5. 

The city election will be held on 
he second Monday In April, or the 
8th of lb - month. Registration would 
therefore close on March 8.

The Start Is Difficult, hut After Tnal It 
Flowers In Profusion. 

I,n\Gilder is hardy when it Is once 
flr-m'.y established, hut It is uot the | 
easiest perennial to start In this coun¬ 
try. At first t bought nursery stock, 
but out of two dozen plants, which 1 
got from four different sources dttriug ; 
two years only one lived, and that was 
always a semi-invalid, so I resorted to 
the slower method of sowing seed. 

In March u shallow box was filled 
wit') polling mold, thoroughly soaked 
with water, then covered with about 
one-four,h of «n inch of soil, patted 
down firmly, the box covered with 
glass and placed in a west window. \ 
As soon as seedlings appeared the

summer, so they were sprinkl'd ever 
evening. 

When cool weather set in. leaves 
were scattered between th" pouts, and 
tip' ipiniitity increased as the vveatlp r 
became more severe In the spring- 
tile mulch was removed and a little 
bonemeal raked Into the ground 
around the plants. The ground must 
he covered every winter, and it is well 
to have a dre sing of well rotted cow 
nv'Dure dug into the tied during the 
early fall

never marketed any of them, but they 
have formed the basis of many Uhrisl- ;

local agent for her publications. Two 
of the late maps ara of particular In¬ 
terest. One is a transportation map 
of Los Angeles county, 24x32 inches 
it lias been adopted as the official map 
of tlie Pacific Electric Railway. It 
shows a’.l interurban lines centering in 
Los Angeles, in .Heating single, double 
,.i- four-track Hues and all stations or 
mints of inten st. This map comes in 
two forms, a folder printed on tough, 
thin paper, with descriptive booklet, 
telling about tlie towns on the various 
hies, selling at 25 cents; and a wal' 
hunger printed on thick paper, with 
moulding top and bottom, selling at 
’.a cents. Tlie other is a map of Los 
\ngeles city. 30x44 inches, the best 

and most complete ever published The 
curios street railway systems are 
sp *w n in colors, and there is a table 
giving the routings of all ears. There 
is a street index for the entire terri¬ 
tory covered, which reaches from tin j 
north of Glendale to the south of 
Watts, and from Bairdstown on the 
■ust to west Hollywood, ill tile folder 
.irm this map sells for 25 cents. The 
v a'l map Is printed oil glased paper 
eloth backed, and has the street and 
car indices on the margins, and sells 
for $2. Samples of tlie maps may lie 
seen at the News office and copies 
obtained there, either of the folders or 
vvall maps.
